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Points to Reasons for Ills 
j Of Bay State Shoe Industry 

Joseph W. Kelley, in Letter to Commissioner 
Moriarty, Says Dean Archer Commit- 
tee Failed to Grasp Real Causes. 



Ills of the Massachusetts shoe 
industry, which eventually will de- 
stroy the shoe manufacturing cen- 
tres, are self-inflicted and traceable 
to causes for which both union and 
association leadership are responsi- 
ble, in the opinion of Joseph W. 
Kelley of Nantasket, former Boot 
and Shoe Worlters' Union executive 
in this city. His opinion is voiced 
in a letter sent recently to James 
T. Moriarty, the new State commis- 
sioner of labor and industries. 

The Dean Archer committee, 
created by Gov, Ciirley to learn 
wJiat ails the shoe Industry, failed 
to grasp, according to Mr. Kelley, 
that the primary cau.se responsi- 
ble for the State's shoe industry 
migration problem is due to the 
operation of two principles, 
namely those of the open and 
closed shop plans of control of 
the workers in Industry. A copy 
of Mr. Kelley's communication to 
Commissioner Moriarty follows: 
"The Dean Archer committee, ap- 
pointee of Gov. Curley, created to 
learn whnt ails the shoe industry in 
Map.sachusetts, went astray in its 
deductions and became mired in the 
entangling effects of causes. In its 
investigation it failed to grasp that 
fundamentally the primary cause di- 
rectly re.sponsible for the *Ma.ssachu- 
setts shoe industry's migration prob- 
lem is one resulting from the 
operations of two irreconciliable 
principles, namely tho.se of the open 
and closed shop plans of control ot 
the workers in industry, with the 
open shop policy ever gaining fur- 
ther control of the highly developed 
competitive marlietfi. aided by incen- i 
tives to encourage migratory'-mindcd ! 
employers to liubstitute the move-out • 
for the lock-out in order to • 
manoeuvre away from the objection- 
able features, to them, of the closed 
shop plan control. i 

"The industry's ills, which threaten 
lo eventually destroy the shoe manu- i 
facturing centres, are .self-inflicted,! 
traceable to cau.scs for which alter- i 
nately both union and a.s.sociation i 
leadership in the organized section ot 
Ma-ssachusetts are respon.slble. Their's 
is the burden of blame to carry 
thpir's is the obligation to achievs 'if 
what is left of the shoe manufactur- • 
ing business is to be prs.servcd to the ' 
Commonwealth. That accomplish- ' 
Iment can only come from within : 
Iwhich of a necessity obligates the op- 
leration of a proper clo.sed shop plan i 
Ifounded upon a ba.-is of a harmonl- ' 
OU.S labor relatioii.shlp, in practice be- 
Itween the employer and rmclove. 



"To a.ssert otherwise is an ac- 
knowledgment in Itself that the 
Dean Archer committee has not 
interrogated manufacturers and 
bench shoe workers in the State's 
afflicted districts; that it has ig- 
nored the history of the factory 
development within the .'^hoc in- 
dustry with its accompanying in- 
dustrial difoi-dcrs the effect of 
cau.'es, and their lessons taught 
and learned by the emplo.yers and 
members of the labor movement 
of tho.se earlier periods 
"A perusal of the Industry's history 
by those who assume Investigating re- 
sponsibility would clearly Indicate 
that major industrial disturbances 
move in cycles, all displaying the • f- 
fects of the same old cau.ses, with 
one now p.t hand, long in the making. 
Mutual Uncertainly. 
"To get close to the causes, It Is 
necessary to comprehend that the 
present industrial displacement sit- 
uation is not .simply one of irritation 
attributable to the natural division 
of class interest at play between 
the employer and employe, or a 
question of wages and conditions of 
labor, but rather it is indicative ot 
group uncertainty on the part of the 
leader.ship of both manufacturers and 
unions, of the other's intention for 
good will and co-operation to bargain 
collectively. That is a sorry likenin", 
to a past period within the memory 
of oldtimers, when there was the first 
migratory open shop experiment of 
co-operating employers and employes 
away fi'om as.sooiation and union af- 
filiations to other States, primarily 
for the purpo.se of eliminating the 
possibility of a .stoppage of produc- 
tion by strike or lockout, which ha.« 
been to them proven eminently .suc- 
cessful, a plan of procedure that ob- 
ligates co-operation in obtaining the 
peak of production and carries with it 
the necessity of creating the best 
working conditions, and paying the 
highest passible average wage, all of 
which it Is worth while to know, l.s 
the explanatory answer as to why all 
ot the .shoe unions collectively have 
not enrolled more than 20 per cent, ot 
the actively engaged shoe workers 
within the country, into their organi- 
zations. 

"Of particular significance, if fact- 
finding is to be the rule, is that three 
among those early migrating man- 
ufacturing ventures Into new fields, 
mw manufacture 80 per cent, of the 
men's footwear .sold in the markets. 
One company alone employs double 
the number of shoe workers and pay,s 
a higher average wage than did the 
entire South Shore district in the 



heyday of its productivity, a meas- 
urable achievement when compared 
with the Brockton shoe industry's 
production decline of 50 per cent, in 
employment from the year 1919 to 
date. 

No Effort to Conciliate. 

A direct result of those early 
ceasele.s.s indu.strial conflicts 
which destroyed the effectiveness 
of all then existing shoe unions, 
ruined the business of many of 
I the employers, dislocated shoe 
1 manufacturing from old esub- 

! lishcd localities, accompanied by 
\ the loss of jobs and homes of the 
! workers, was the enactment by 
i the Massachusetts legislature of a 
i law that created the State board 
' of arbitration and conciliation, 
.since merged into the State de- 
partment of labor and industries, 
over which you as its commis- j 
sioner, have ju.st been. chosen to | 
direct the supervision of laws i 
pertaining to the shoe industry. 
As such you may be interested | 
to know that at no time in its 
workings has your State board of 
arbitration and conciliation di- 
vision ever made it a practice to 
attempt to conciliate the con- 
flicting interests of the individ- 
ual shoe manufacturers and his 
individual employes, 
"■your board's disinclination to at- 
tempt conciliation in a troubled in- 
dustry and its general aloofness un- 
le.ss called into the industry to arbi- 
trate, has long been an inherent de- 
fect, which is not conducive in en- 
couraging migratory-minded manu- 
facturers to stay and battle it out, all 
of which further explains why, with 
the decline of leadership control 
within the various unions, the bench 
shoe workers in the organized cen- 
tres mindful of their experiences with 
the principle of arbitration as applied, 
minus conciliation, with no other 
choice within the range of their view- 
point, have abrogated to themselves 
as self-protection, the .shop crew di- 
rect control steward plan of organlisa- 
tion. 

"With a pre.servatlon of the shoe 
indu-stry a crucial public need. It is 
inconceivable that your department 
of labor and industries Intends to 
abdicate its functions, exclusively re- 
served to it by the State of Massa- 
chusetts."

He spoke higTily Thur.sday 
night of former Gov, Joseph B. 
Ely, democrat and outspoken new 
deal critic, and advocated a 
return to tlie "American consti- 
tutional system of government." 
It was his first public speech since 
the last election campaign, when he 
was a candidate for governor. He was 
ripfeatpd bv Gov, James M. Curley, 
aemocrat. He spoke at a testimonial 
dinner to Dist.-Atty, Edmund R, 
Dewing of Norfolk and Plymouth 
counties. 

"I earnestly hope," he said,

Bacon Praises Ely. 
Bacon, who served as lieutenant- 
governor during Ely's two adminis- 
trations, spoke highly of the former 
chief executive. 

"I hope it is. not inappropriate 
for me to say a personal word 
about one with whom I was 
closely a.ssociated for four years 
In the State House, Although of 
opposite political parties, he (Ely) 
and I had strangely few dl.sa- 
greements, and I am inclined to 
think that on most political 
questions to-day we are not far 
apart," Bacon said.

Prof. Murphy Gets Few Responses to Letters 
Sent Out to All Groups for Data on 
State Programme of Proterfinn i

tempts to establish minimum wages 
tor women and minors, 

I At lea.st that was the com- 
plaint to-day of Chairman 
John J. Murray of the minimum 
wage commission, which has be- 
fore it the ta.sic of setting up 
minimum wage scales in 22 oc- 
cupations and the power to maiie 
them mandatory upon the em- 
ployer if need be. 

Murray is the affable, joung and 
able Boston University professor 
Gov. Jaii^ijj^^ Curley appointed as 
associate commissioner of the depart- 
ment of labor and Industrle.s, after 
he had .served capably a* a "brain 
truster" on a co2nmisslon Investigat- 
ing utility rates. 

His commission sent out hundreds 
of letters to employerc and emploves 
in the 22 industries concerned and"p.s 
well to Chambers of Commerce, trade 
unions and employers' groups, hut 
the replies have been sparse. 

What Prof. Murray wants are rep- 
resentative individuals with whom his 
commission can confer as to proper 
mlnlmums thai should be paid women 
and minors in the occupations and 
employments concerned. 

After both parties, slttinj? as 
wage boards, have given their 
views, the department will pro- 
mulgate- the determined scales. 
If. after nine months, ilie wage 
scales are not made effective by 
a majority of employerd in the 
trade or occupation affected, the 
department may, under legislation 
l>a.sscd la-st year, make the wage 
levels mandatory. 

And if the employer doesn't comply, 
he Is subject to fines of from $50 to 
$200, or from ID to 90 day;; In jail, or 
both; with each week in which the 
prescribed wages are not paid con- 
stituting a separate offence. 
No Pay for Wa«e Board Members. 
There is no pay for tho.se who 
volunteer to serve on the wage 
boards .'«t up to determine fair 
mlnlmums tor the occupation.?, 
and Prof. Murray thought that 
was one reason the response to 
his invitation was not greater 
He said he would try to fix that 
at thi.s session of the Legislature 
by offering a bill which provides 
payment of $6 a day to those who 
serve on the boards. 



The 22 occupations for which mlnl- 
mums will be prescribed are those tor 
! which mlnlmums \vere set up under 
'. the old law supplemented last year. 
I Previously there were no enlorcemenc 
I teeth, the department being able only 
to advertise that a company or em- 
ployer was a violator. 
Even thi.s weapon of publicity was 
' often ineffective. .Mncc some news- 
I papers declined to print 5!ich adver- 
j tising. A test case brought by a Bos- 
ton newspaper (Transcript) a decade 
ago ended in a ruling that the news- 
paper was not required to print the 
State advertL<;tng. 
I In addition to the 22 occupations 
for which new minimums are beuis 
substituted for the old, the de^art- 
ment is required on i^etition of ,»iy 50 
citiEens t-o examine the wacre >tr'ict'!v» 
in any occupation or Industry. I', may 
then prescribe minimums if 1; feels 
them necessary. 

Already there are wage boards no-v 
sitting to establish minimums in 
seven of the 22 occupations. They 
are men's clothing and rain:oats; 
men's furnishings; toys, games ar.cl 
sporting goods; women's clothing; 
boot and shoe cut stock findings, 
muslin underwear workers, and retail 
.■stores. The retail stores board is Ii::e- 
ly to be the first to reix)rt.

At the Investication of the Parole 
Board by the Governor and Coun- 
cil, the most litlpBrfant factor In 
granting- paroles. Is either over- 
looi<ed or ca.st aside ajs relatively 
unimportant by the parties insti- 
tuting the complaints. The state- 
ment by Richard Olney, Chairman 
of the Parole Board, that In grant- 
ing paroles "he considered public 
interest and safety as the primary 
object, the pri.soners conduct while 
in prison, secondary," in my hum- 
ble opinion, leaves the complainants 
without a leg; to stand on in re- 
spect to their charge that the 
Parole Board is ineffective, ineffi- 
cient, and mainly responsible for 
the recent prison outbreaks. 

It is my contention that the 
prisons of Maj5.sachusetts are main- 
tained for the purpose of punish- 
ing wronKdoers, and while the so- 
cial rehabilitation of prisoners is 
very desirable, the prisoner's abil- 
ity and willingness to contribute 
towards the maintainance of pub- 
lic safety, should, and must be the 
paramount issue hpfore the prison 
gates are opened for hi.s or her re- 
lease. Very little faith can be placed 
in the statement that the parole 
system, an exemplified by the pres- 
ent Parole Board, is responsible 
for the recent pri.son outbreaks. It 
i.' my opinion that when this phase 
of the matter is finallv thrashed 
out and the full truth known, the 
public will draw the conclusion 
that laxity of supervision, and in- 
ternal di.ssenslon in the various In- 
stitutions are mainly responsible 
for these serious upheavals. Reply- 
ing to the complaint that the board 
should base its decisions upon the 
prisoner's record while in con- 
finement, Mr. Olney states: "To 
judge a prlaoner by his prisoa reo 
ord alone, would be a grave nii»- 
take. If a man's prevlou.s record 
proves that upon his release he will 
immediately resume his criminal 
career, ami again become a men- 
ace to society, that man is not 
worthy of parole, though his pris- 
on record bo immaculate." 

A statement of this kind made 
in the face of adverse conditions 
typifies conacientiotis courage and 
a ■willingness to carry on for the 
public's interest, despite hell, high 
water, and giasping politicians.

In accordance with the legislative act the "last word" on the Boston 
Oevated Bill transfering the property of the Chelsea Division of the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway Co., to the Boston Elevated should rest with 
the decision of the State Public Utilities Commission. Has this commission 
made a decision either favorable or unfavorable? Not one member of the 
State Public Utilities Commission has so far dared to commit himself. Why? 
According to information received from a reliable source, Governor 
Curley is said to be studying and considering what action he will take upon 
the bill.

Mayor Mansfield's plans which 
cheered local home owners and busi- 
ness men who are acquainted with the 
difficult time he has had keeping the 
City government functioning during 
tiie depre.ssion, caUs for a reduction In 
the net city debt and a budget con- 
trol of expenses to effect stabihzntion. 

Many local business men have been 
forced to the wall as a result of high 
valuation of property and constantly 
mcreasing taxes in recent years while 
home owners have borne the brunt of 
the ever increasing cost of govern- 
ment. 

In explaining his new program for 
the City, Mayor Mansfield said: 

"As the first step in launching this 
rehabilitation program, I propose to 
reduce substnntinlly the net debt in 
1936. During the .vear we will retire 
$8,627,000 of the funded debt. It will 
be my purpose to limit new indebted- 
ness to the amount lequlred for P. 'W. 
A. projects heretofore authorized but 
not i.ssued, together with a limited 
amount for welfare loans. The latter 
will bo limited to an amount substan- 
tially less than half of this year's 
Joans. 



"During the next five years Boston j 
will retire S37.000.OO0 of its present ' 
bonded indebtedne,'.s. If this policy is 
followed in subsequent years and new 
issues limited to emergencies, it should 
be possible to reduce the bonded debt 
to a point where future borrowings 
could be eliminated altogether, and 
the citv placed on a pay-as-you-go 

1 basis. This would save millions in In- 
i terest payments. 

I -Tl-ie city will do its part to keep 
i the tax rate at $37 per $1000 of assessed 
I valuation in 1936, the same as in 1935 
i despite reduced assessed vaiuaiions. In 
1 this move the c:ty will need the co- 
: operation of all taxing units w-hose 
\ rates are included in this cumulative 
tax levy. In 1935 the portion of the 
city levy required for city debt ser- 
vice and maintenance purposes was 
$22.58, for school maintenance $9.35, 
for the city's share of the state tax, 
$2.93 and for com:!ty debt and mainte- 
nance $2.14. 

I "To accomplish me.se ends, that is to 
' decrease substantially borrowings and 
jet keep the tax rate from rising des- 
' pite decreasing valuations, an increase 
I in sources of revenue otlier than the 
! real estate tax must be developed and 
[ substantial retrenchments made. New 
; revenues, to some extent, are expected 
from the Commonwealth while other 
I funds will be obtained by more stren- 
1 uoiis collection of available income or 
j by the revision of existing sources. Re- 
I trenchments to be recommended will 
I be siich as can most readily be made 
to meet the demands of the situation?" 
i Maj'or Mansfield said his program 
I can be carried out without discharging 
j permanent employes or reducing their

Senate G. O. P. .May Act on Senator

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BILL WOULD UMIT 
DUTIESOF^COUNCIL 

Calls for Abolishing All Stat- 
j utory Powers 

A bill to abolish all the statutory 
powers and duties now \-ested in the 
executive council was filed yesterday 
by Representative Thomas Dorgan 
of Dorcliester. The council's powers 
under the bill, would be transferred 
to the Governor, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Similar 
legislation was sought unsuccessfully 
by Gov. Curia, in his inaugural 
message -"WSTTrar. The Governor 
stated a few weeks ago that he was 
still in sympathy with it. 

He characterized the council as a 
'body "which conducts its affairs be- 1 
hind closed doors in star chamber! 
ijiweccuiiiys, ana warned that what 
powers the Legislature has given it 
can take away. He recommended 
that the council be given the right 
only to approve the appointment of 
jastices and notaries. 

A constitutional amendment pro- 
viding that vacancies In the council 
when they occur during a recess of 
the Lesislature, "shall be filled in 
sucli manner as the Legislature may 
from time to time prescribe by law " 
was filed yesterday by Represenia- 
tivr Frank L. Floyd of Manchester 

At present, vacancies in the coun- 
cil are filled, when the Legislature 
is not in session, by the Governor 
with the consent of the council Gov 
Curley took advantage of this statute 
last summer when he appointed two 
Democrats to succeed Edmond Dote 
of Fall River, now chairman of the 
Pall River finance board, and Joshua 
Arthur Baker of Pittsfield, now a 
member of the superior court, both 
of whom were Republicans.

One plan known to be under consideration by the Health Com- 
mission is to invite the Councillors to attend a conference with 
members of the hospital staff and explain to the medical men just 
wherein they anticipate there will be politics played in the outpa- 
tient division. 

Whether that conference will be arranged remains to be seen. 
Meanwhile, plans for launching the outpatient division are pro- 
gressing rapidly and considerable work is being done. 



Member Ready to Quit — 

It is quite likely that the Board of Health will suggest that if the 
City Council refrains from interfeiing, there will be no politics In 
the new setup. It is a matter of record that it wan members of 
the old Board of Aldermen who clogged the books of the former out- 
patient division with accounts in red ink. 

The Health Cormnission says it plans to operate the institution 
"exclusively for the benefit of the sick." 

In the discussion of the reports that the Councillors are com- 
plaining that politics is being played in renewing the outpatient 
division in the municipal ho.spital, one member of the Board of 
Health is reported to have Informed his colleagues he will resign 
if any one in the city government proves to him there is any- 
thing Involved in the change other than a move to give the needy 
the best available treatment at the least possible cost to the tax- 
payers.

The question of abolishing Ihe state tax, or limiting it, '■ 
at least, to a size that will not be particularly burdensome, 
will become a live issue at the jircsent session of the legis- \ 
lature.

Billboard Dictatorship

Every municipality in the state and every resi- 
dent who cares in the least about the appearance ot 
his home town will be interested in the outcome of 
the healing next Wednesday in Boston by the State 
Board of Public Utilities at which the Athol select- 
men will appear to make their fight against state 
control of billboards in towns and cities. It is merely 
tile further development of the increasing attempt 
of politicians to obtain control of matters in which 
tliey have no right. This Athol case is a typical 
instance of slate and national policies as exemplified 
at present. 

The Donnelly Advertising Co., headed by Gov-

BLUE BLOODS IN POLITICS 

The attempt of Go vg f p or James M. 
Curley to smear Leverett Saltonstall 
with the Royal Purple stigma has 
drawn attention to the contrast be- 
tween these two personalities. The 
arch demagogue Curley thinks that 
Boston and Newton aristocrats 
should not aspire to high political of- 
fice. He appeals to the moron vote to 
repudiate them. They are blue bloods, 
aristocrats, and of the Royal Purple. 
The same tactics helped to defeat 
Caspar Bacon. One instinctively ex- 
amines the claims of the governor 
that the electorate should not honor 
the Back Bay Republican politicians. 
Leverett Saltonstall, although he 
lives in Newton, is a typical specimen 
of the class which Governor Curley 
delights to dishonor.

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BLUE BLOODS IN POLITICS. 

The attempt of Governor James 
M. Curley to smear Leverett Salton- 
I stall With the Royal Purple stigma 
has drawn attention to the contract 
between these two iier.sonalitiss. The 
arcli demagogue Curley thinK-:5 tiia' 
Boston and Newton aristocrats 
snouid not aspire to high political 
oitice He appeals to the moron 
vote to repudiate them. They are 
blue bloods, aristocrats, and of the 
Royal Purple. The same tactics help- 
ed to defeat Gaspar G. Bacon. One 
instinctively examines the claims of 
the governor that the electorate 
Should not honor the Back Bay Re- 
publican politicians. 

Leverett Saltonstall, although he 
lues in Newton, is a typical specimen 
M the class which Governor Curley 
dell! hts to dishonor. No one eVer 
e\en liintecl tliat he or Gasoar G 
Bacon ever accepted graft. Everyone 
i-nows that they are in politics to 
give the very best service that they 
know how to give. There is an easily 
provoked popular prejudice against 
any man who comes of a good fam- 
ily and has money. Yet it is well to 
remember that these blue bloods are 
never grafters.

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Care of, the Insane 

Governor Curley's recommendations for ade- 
quate accomrnodatlons for the state's mentally 111 
and feeble-minded persona provoked considerable 
hostilltlty by reason of the language in which they 
were expressed. Charges of "brutal disregard" for 
the state's mental patients, of "duplicity" and "a 
low order of knavery" naturally caused resentment 
among members of the legislature to which they 
were applied. The public, however, is not much 
Interested in recriminations of this kind. Hurting 
the feelings of the legislators, if they were hurt, 
Is of little Importance In comparison with the ques- 
tion of whether the state is taking adequate and 
decent care of those unfortunates who, because of 
their mental condition, require Institutional treat- 
ment. 

We have seen no cojivlnclng challeags of the 
facts which the Governor has presented. There 
are 16 institutions under the control of the De- 
partment of Mental Diseases. Thirteen of these 
are for the care and treatment of the mentally ill. 
Their capacity is 17,671 patients. They are actual- 
ly housing 21,023. They are, therefore, overcrowded 
some 17 percent. The department officials believe , 
that 2,000 is the maximum number of patients that* 
can suitably be cared for in a single unit, and the 
Governor therefore recommends that the 12 hos- 
pitals whose capacity falls short of that figure be 
enlarged to the 2,000 maximum. This would re- 
lieve the present overcrowding and provide ac- 
commodations that would he adequate for some 
years to come. 

The three schools for the feeble-minded, the 
Governor points out, have a capacity of 3,893 in- 
mates, and are actually housing 5,051 — the over- 
crowding in this instance being 30 percent. Nor 
does that tell the whole story. The department 
has on file 3,200 applications for persons who pre- 
sumably are in need of the care these schools give, 
but who cannot be admitted. Even if the institu- 
tions were enlarged to accommodate 2,000 each, 
which Is what the Governor recommends, they 
would still be inadequate. 

The present hospital for the criminally insane 
Is at Bridgewater and under the control of the 
Department of Corrections. On the ground that 
these patients should be in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Mental Diseases, the legislature last year 
authorized the construction of a hospital for them 
at Norfolk at a cost of $1,750,000. It failed, how- 
ever, to provide the money. The Governor asks 
that this building be built, so as to give the crimi- 
nally insane proper care, and at the same time re- 
lieve the overcrowding at Bridgewater. Equipment 
of the school for research into problems of mental 
hygiene built some time ago at Wrenthnm, but 
never occupied; and the provision of living quar- 
ters for an additional 1,.TO0 employes of Institutions 
for mental cases, complete the Governor's program 
with respect to facilities for the care of the Insane. 
Eight million dollars is the estimated cost of 
this proposed new construction. That Is a lot of 
money, even when the amortization of the debt to 



be Incurred Is spread over a period of 20 years. 
But the commonwealth cannot continue to neglect 
the well being of the feeble-minded and the mental- 
ly ill by perpetuating conditions under which they 
cannot be properly and safely cared for. In this 
connection It Is well to quote from the Deputy 
Commissioner of the Department of Mental Dis- 
eases, who has said: "When you consider that the 
great majority of the citizens who are in the state 
hospitals are there against their wills, and that the 
commonwealth has assumed the responsibility of 
their care and treatment, I feel that I can say 
without successful contradiction that they are en- 
titled to the best care and treatment the commoo- 
wealth can possibly give them." ' '

Victory Looms in Long Figlit to Rid the 
District of Cinders and Uust 



Witli a bill now presented to the 
Legislature by Representative Martin 
R. Schofield of Ward 6. there appears 
a certainty that the smoke and cinder 
nuisances and the coal dust situation 
in the vicinity of East First street is 
about to be eliminated through the 
passing of this law. If passed the law 
will give autliority to the Attorney 
General to prosecute in criminal courts 
those responsible for causing these 
nuisances and when this is carried out 
;it is certain that the organizations res- 
jponsiblc for the conditions will desire 
to avoid the natural publicity which 
follows action in a criminal court and 
'the necessary equipment to eliminate 
these nuisances will be installed. 

The fight to prevent the various 
corporations on East First street, from 
continuing to spread ashes, cinders 
and coal dust over the entire neighbor- 
hood of the City Point has been goin'j 
on year after year. The Trade Asso- 
ciation of this district organized a num 
ber of years ago and headed for a 
number of years by the late publishers 
of this paper, John J. Toomey, bat- 
! tied on and on. Tlie South Boston 
: Citizens' Association took up the tight 
' and special committees have appeared 
at hearings and have tried to get leg- 
islation that would eliminate the 
troubles of the section. General Ed- 
ward L. Logan has spent money and 
time In personal eflforts to battle these 
nuisances which could easily be seen 
would soon ruin the entire City Point 
section ns the railroads have ruined 
the lower end as a result of the smoke 
nuisance. The South Boston Women's 
Civic Club, headed by the late Dr Belle 
Scott Carmody took up the flght as one 
of its first eflforts to better this dis- 
trict. All these individuals and or- 
•^anizations have done a noble job and 
now that the actual goal of elimina- 
tion is near all should share in the 
glory. 

Tlic flght Is not over yet. There 
will be hearings on the bill that has 
been presented by Representative Scho- 
field. The people should attend these 
hearings and voice their indignation 
and demand Justice. 



Every local resident is familiar with 
the lower end situatioM.

HEAD, RUMORS HINT 

Bridgewater Post Predicted 
to Be Given to Dean in 
Place of Smith Appointee 

SCOTT DENIES THOUGHT 
OF GIVI NG RESI GNATION 

Former Local School Lead- 
er's Removal Feared, 
Though — Kelly, Who 
Taught Here, Friend of 
Reardan 



Dr Zencin E. Scott, president of th« 
Briilg-ewater State Teachers coUeg:s 
( feinca his i-csisnalion as superintend- 
ent of the Springfield school system 
in 19.13, will .soon be replaced by John 
J. Kelly, dean of men at the college 
and a former teacher in the local 
school system, according' to a report 
now so wide.spread that it has been 
heard at both end.s of the state. Dr 
Scott was appomted to the post by 
Dr Paysnn Smith, toimer commission- 
er of the state department of educa- 
tion. 

HomoTBl Han Been Expected 

Dr Scott's removal has been feared 
by educators in this section ot the 
slate since Commis^-iioner Smith was 
refused reappointment. Nor will he be 
the only one, it i.s now felt, to loso 
his post under the new regime. Je- 
rome Burtt, former principal of the 
Hish School of Commerce, has al- 
ready been dismissed from his post 
as supervi.sor of secondary education. 
It has been reported. Numerous other 
ofTii-ials are soon to be released «■ 
the new commissioner gets under way 
what is exi>ected to be a thorough rc- 
oripinlxa{ion of his department, 

Supportins' these fears are reports 
that, in various parts ot the state. 



Mr Roardan have been voicinfr their 
expectation that they would soon be 
holding places in the state depart- 
ment. Several of them, according to 
leports, have even indicated the posi- 
tions which they expect to hold. In 
at least one instance, it was said last 
night, a definite offer has been made 
to a superintendent of schoola to quit 
his post for a state job. 

From informed persons in Boston 
circles the report has been received 
that Commissioner Reardan has prl- 
vately said he expected to appoint 
men who had educational philosophiea 
similar to his own. The replacement 
of several executives in the depart- 
ment by men with whom he was 
friendly, in the short time he has been 
commissioner, is seen as the active 
result of this intention. 

Kelly Here Before the War 
Mr Kelly came to Bridgewater from 
the Fitchburg Normal school in about 
in22. He was named dean ot men 
about four years later. He taught 
manual training in the grammar 
schools (there were no .iunior high 
schools then) in Springfield previous 
to the World war. 
I During the World war he was en- 
i gaged in construction work at Fort 
I Devens. He later went to Fitchburg 
I to teach practical arts. At the time 
I President Boyden died at Bridgewater, 
,a faculty group was named to con- 
duet the affairs ot the college, and 
Kelly was strongly boomed as his 
successor. 

Dr Srqlt Came Here In 1923 
Dr Scott cams to Springfield as su- 
perintendent of schools in September. 
i:i23. succeeding Dr James H. Van 
Siclile. On Dr Scott's appointment in 
March, 1923, Dr Van Sickle said: "I 
think the appointment of Zenos B, 
^cott. as superintendent of schools In 
Springfield is the very highest com- 
pliment that the Springfield school 
board could have paid to the retiring 
superintendent. It is an ideal choice." 
"Acceptance of Inevitable" 
The action of three members ot the 
advisory board in resigning their 
posts yesterday was said in some 
quarters to be not only a measure of 
protest against these impending 
changes, but an acceptance ot the 
inevitable. With the power of appoint- 
ment to the advisory hoard in the 
hands of Gov James M. Curlev^d a 
friendly cotfllPM, MWll iWSfS notild 
probably be filled anyway, it is thought, 
by persons friendly to the Reardan 
policies, when their terms expire. 
Whether these resignations will 
speed up the reorganization could not

When reached by telephone at 
Bridgewater last night, Dr Scott dis- 
claimed any knowledge of any change 
in his status. He could only say that 
he was not planning to resign; that 
the thoURht had not entered his mind, 
and that he did not expect that it 
would. 

Kelly was mentioned as a possible 
choice for the presidency ot the state ' 
teachers' college at the time Dr Scott ■ 
was appointed to succeed the late Ar- ^ 
thur C. Boyden and numerous legisla- 
tors were understood to have sought ' 
to aid Kelly's cause with Dr Smith. 
A factor believed to be of the great- ■ 
est significance is that Kelly is a ■ 
personal friend ot long standing with i 
Commissioner James G. Reardan. This 
friendship started, according to report, 
when Reardan was superintendent of 
the school system at East Bridge- 
water. 

Dr Scott retired from the local 
school system after a service of 10 
years to accept the post in Septem- 
ber, 193.'!, of president of the Bridg- 
water State Teachers college. The 
.-ippointmcnt was made by former 
(,;ommissioner ot Education Tayson 
Smith. 

Coming here from the position of 
superintendent of schools at Louis- 
ville. Ky., Dr Scott left a $10,000 
a year job to accept" $9000 here. He 
look the state post 10 years later 
at a reduction of practically one- 
half .his annual .salary, saying at 
that time that he welcomed the op- 
liortunity to take part in the actual 
teaching and training ot teachers, a 
forte in which he felt himself best 
fitted to work. 

Bom in Indiana about 57 years 
ago, Dr Scott was graduated from 
the Indiana State Normal school and 
later from the Moore's Hill college, 
with a B. A. degree. He was a stu- 
dent at the summer session.s of In- 
diana State university for some 
years and later studied at the Teach- 
or.s' college, Columbia university. 

In professional life .>ie was first 
a school principal and school super- 
intendent in Indiana, also teaching 
in the department of education at 
.Moore's hill college. His later teach- 
ing and executive experience Included 
lerm.s as superintendent ot schools at 
^^illville, Asbury Park and Trenton, 
N. J., and four years as assistant 
state commissioner of elementary 
education under the late Dr Calvin 
X. Kendall, who was then commis- 
sioner ot education. 

From 1920 to 1923 he was super- 
•ntedent ot schools at Louisville, Ivy, 
ind during those three summers was 
I member of the faculty of the sum- 
ner school of Teachers' college at 
olumhia. .\t the time of his retire-

The resignations were made ptiblic 
by the t>oard members. Gov James M. 
Curely said he had not received the 
resignations and would make no com- 
ment. Commissioner Reardnn ex- 
pressed the belief that it might be 
"one of those rumors." 

Although, because ot his broad pow- 
ers an commissioner. Mr Reardan was 
believed to have had complete control 
of the situation, the resignation of the 
three men waa held to leave his power 
unquestioned. The resignation was re- 
garded as the direct result ot a long 
meeting ot the board with the com- 
missioner held last night, at which 
severnl renlacPments in t.hR stnte'o 
educational system were said to have 
been discussed.

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Dr. Payson Smith for many years 
ccmmi&sioner of education. in f lassa- 
chujett.s, who was removed from 
office by the Curiey regime to make 
room for a poHttewn of the proper 
party, is now being talked of as the 
Republican candidate for governor 
of that state. That he will make a 
strong candidate there can be no 
doubt. Not only la he thoroughly 
capable of handling the office to the 
benefit of the state, but he Is well 
and favorably known all over the 
commonwealth. His removal from 
an office in which he has served so 
efficiently for so many years, will be 
an added feature which will make 
for votes. It would be poetic justice 
If the man whom the Curiey ma- 
chine threw into the discard should 
be the one to ai-ise and take control 
oC the state from their hands.

Those paid the day before 
t^hri.stmas under normal condi- 
tions would not have been paid 
until two days later." 
In his message to Hopkins, Gov- 
ernor Curley pointed out that New 
England winters made it advisable 
for workers to have weekly pay- 
ments. Otherwise, he said, work- 
ers could not hope to keep them- 
selves and their families clothed 
and warm.

I)nwcr over conduct or expen- 
ditures in education. 

Harm Done, They Sar 

"After careful consideration, we 
hereby tender our resignations as 
members of the. Advisory Board of 
Education to take effect immcdi- 
alely,'' the members wrote the 
Governor. "We take this action be- 
cause of our feeling that irrepar- 
able harm has been done to the 
■State Department of Education by 
the replacement of Dr Payson 
Smith. 

"Our position a? members of the 
board under the circumstances is 
untenable. In the public eye we 
ha\'e a definite responsibility. Un- 
der the law we have no power over 
the day-to-day conduct of the de- 
partment or its expenditures." 

"It must be another one of those 
rumors," said Commissioner Rear- 
dan when asked to comment on 
the reported resignation last night,

the board only yesterday." 

'Wo One Indispensable"

Filene Expert in Field 

In the resignation of Lincoln Fi- 
' lene from the board the state loses 
j the services of a man who has con- 
i tinuously for 28 years been identified 
I with educational guidance under 
.state auspices. From 1907 he was con- 
! tinuously a member of the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Education 
and when that board was abolished 
he became a member of the Advisory 
Board of Education for the State De- 
partment of Education, a board in 
which the commissioner is ex-ofBcio 
chairman. 



He is one of Boston's best-kpowti 
merchants and an authority on so- 
cial, educational and econroait prob- 
lems, 

Mr Filene was in the forafront of 
the movement for vocational c1uca- 
tion and is a national authority on 
the subject. He was an active mem- 
ber o£ the State Commission on In- 
dustrial Education, which started the 
public trade schools and agricultural 
schools of Massachusetts. PrcEidcnt 
Roosevelt recognized his ability in 
guidance of vocational training by 
appointing him to the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education. 



Sawyer Named by Ely 

Henry B. Sawyer was named to the 
Advisory Board of Education by Gov 
Ely in 1932 to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Arthur H. Lowe. Mr 
Sawyer was also an appointee of 
former Gov Ely to the Fall River 
Finance Commission. He was with 
Stone and Webster from 1890 to 1931, 
at one time treasurer of all the com- 
panies under the executive manage- 
ment of Stone and " 'ebster, later a 
member of the firm and vice presi- 
dent. In 1933 he was elected presi- 
I dent of Slayton-Learoyd, Inc, al- 
though he had planned to retire from 
1 all business affiliations in 1931 at the 
• age of 60. 

Walter V, McDufTee, now retired 
as a teacher, was one of the best 
known educators in the state. After 
his graduation from Dartmouth and 
the conferring of an A. M. at Harvard 
he became a teacher in Lincoln. Neb. 
From 1896 to his retirement he was 
identified with the Central High 
School in Springfield, wherff he came 
to head the classical department. 

It was generally believed that the

TRUCKS^UGHT 

Rejects Fin Com Request 
—Says None Knows How 
I Long Probe Will Last 

ASKS CITIZENS TO 
DEF ER JUD GMENT 

Mayor Mansfield last night re- 
jected a request by the finance com- 
mission to liold up the award of 
contracts for several hundred thou- 
sand dollars worth of trucks to be 
used in snow removal. He in- 
structed D. Prank Doherty. city pur- 
chasing agent, to execute formal 
contracts at once with the manu- 
facturers alloted the orders a week 
ago. 

He instructed Doherty to disre- 
gard tlie commission's request of 
Thursday to hold up the purchase 
of the 105 trucks until it concluded 
its current investigation of the pro- 
posed contract awards. 

"The city must be prepared to 

remove the snow when it comes," he 

said "and ... no one knows when 

the Investigation may terminate." ! 

At the same time the mayor made 

a statement attacking yesterday's 

'reappointment of Charles L. Man- 

I ser as a special investigator to make 

! a new inquiry into snow removal 

' work last winter. 

I He characterized Manser as a 
onetime campaign supporter of Iris 
who had since become a political 
foe, and said that in appointing 
him. Chairman E. Mark Sullivan of 
the commission did the hirirtinn of i 

his "master," Gov. Curley. He said 
Manser had been publicly discredited 
as an investigator for the finance 
commission by Chairman Sullivan 
last summer. i 

The proposal to rehire Manser, 
brought a split among the commls- ] 
sion members yesterday. Alexander , 
Wheeler, the only one of the five j 
members not appointed by Gov.' 
Curley, dissented from the action of 
his associates in voting to employ \ 
Manser and pay him $75 a week for 
an indennllc period. , 

The mayor. In announcing his ! 
decision to go ahead at once with 
the purchase of the trucks, said: 

"I have directed the superintendent 
of supplies to disregard the vote of 
the finance commission not to make 
formal awards or issue formal con- 
tracts for the purchase of snow re- 
moval equipment imtU the Investi- 
gation Is concluded, 

MUST BE PREPAKED 

"The cltv must be nreoared to re- 
move the snow when it comes, but 



since no one Knows when the Inves- | 
ligation may terminate, the city 
might be without equipment if the 
\'ote of the finance commission were 
to be observed. And accordingly I 
have Instructed the superintendent 
of supplies to proceed without delay 
to purchase the equipment as already 
planned and to execute formal con- 
tracts therefor. 

"And I take this opportunity of 
asking the public to reserve their 
Judgment on the snow removal 
equipment Investigation until the 
evidence Is all in. The finance com- 
mission Is having Its Innings now. 
Mine will come presently. 

"In the mean time let me assure 
the people of Boiton that the only 
end sought by me in the approval of 
the purchase of this equipment was 
to serve the best interests of the city 
of Boston. I think the people will be 
satisfied of this fact wiien the evi- 
dence Is all In and the commission's 
investigation finished." 

SULLIVAN'S CONTENTION 

The proposed contract awards cov- 
ering purchase of the trucks has 
been the subject of much testimony 
taken at public hearings conducted 
by the finance commission earlier 
this week. Chairman Sullivan said 
the evidence showed that in the case 
of one bidder, awarded a contract to 
supply 52 trucks, the specifications 
established by the purchasing agent 
were not legally met. The commis- 
sion on Thursday wrote a letter to 
Doherty requesting him to hold up 
the formal awards until the Investi- 
gation was completed. 

According to yesterday's announce- 
ment by the finance commission 
Manser is to be employed as an 
Investigator on a temporary ba.sis 
for an Indefinite period at $75 a 
week. He was similarly engaged by 
the commission last summer to in- 
vestigate snow removal work by con- 
tractors a year ago. At that time 
the mayor characterized him as a 
"disappointed office seeker" who had 
openly expressed bias toward him 
Manser was released by the finance 
commission after being on the pay- 
roll five weeks. He subsequentlv 
made a report of his investigation to 
tlie papers. 

MAYOR'S ASSERTION 

Mayor Mansfield said yesterday 
Manser had been publicly discredi- 
ted by Sullivan at the time he issued 
his report to the papers. "If that i 
WHS Chairman Sullivan's opinion' 
tlien," .said the mayor, "it is perfectly 
evident he would not now rehire 
a man he had denounced unless he 
was obeying the orders of his master 
It will also be recalled that Manser 
was originally hired bv the finance 
commission at the behest of Oov 
Curley." 

Wheeler, the lone dissenting mem- 
ber of the "fin com" on the proposal 
to re-hire Manser, Issued this state- 
ment last night: 

"I am opposed to the employment 
of Charles Manser by the finance 
commis.sion and have been so re- 
corded in the records of the commis- 
sion. My reasons are, first, that I 
believe that the present personnel 
is competent and adequate to do the 
work of the commission and, second, 
that I do not believe that during the 
weeks that Charles Manser was em- 
ployed by the conimLssion last au- 
tumn anything was done which jus- 
tifies his i-e-eniDlovment."

The Governor's action followed a 
conference held in the executive 
chambers with Andrew H. Peterson, 
stale PWA engineer, and James T. 
Moriaity, state commissioner of 
labor and industries. The strike, ac- 
cording to officials of tlie Boston 
Building Trades Council, is in pro- 
test against the giving of preference 
to workers on relief rolls. 

"It i.s the contention of labor forces 
that, provided the old regulations are 
permitted, which are still in force 
on jobs that have been let prior 
to the last 30 days, there l.s no 
occa.sion for any labor dispute or 
trouble." Gov. Curley's telegram 
said. 'In other words, the trouble is 
due to the more recent regulations 
adopted by the federal agencies with 
reference to the conduct of this 
work. 

"If you can have the.se regulations 
scrapped at once and permit the 
work to be done in conformity with 
the regulations whicli were in opera- 
lion prior to one month ago, dis- 
putes of this cliaractcr can be avoided 
and I fhink this should be done at 
once." 

Tlie Governor also made public a 
letter to Hopkins urging weekly, in- 
stead of bi-weekly payments to'wPA 
workers, and asking that 25 per cent 
of the persons employed bv the 'VMPA 
be taken from out.side the public 
welfare lists, in.stead of 10 per cent., 
as at present.

Sound Advice on Judicial 
y Appointments 

The latest report of the Judicial 
Council of Massachusetts emphasizes a 
significant remark once made by the 
only man who served both as President 
and Chief Justice of the United States, 
WlUiani H. Taft. If a popular revolt 
ever should occur against shortcoming 
of the American administration of jus- 
tice, said Mr. Taft, it will not be on 
account of any failure of the high courts, 
the courts of appeal and review, but by 
reason ot a breakdown In the courts of 
first in.stance. These are the courts 
Closest to the people, the chief justice 
went on to say, the courts where the 
common man must look for the support 
or defeat of his rights in every-day living. 

"The civil trials In the Boston Munici- 
pal Court alone," the Judicial Council 
explains in its new report, "exceed those 
of the Superior Court for the entire 
State. All told, district court trials prob- 
ably treble in number those tried in the 
Superior Court. And with our popula- 
tion shift from rural to urban, litigation 
has t-ended to center in the cities. About 
half the Superior Court law entries are 
fin Suffolk county. About 40 per cent of 
(Wl the district court clvi! actions are 
brought in Suffolk county." 
, For so great a volume of litigation, 
directly afiecting thousands of men and 
women who bring their pleas to the dis- 
trict courts, who shall be the judges 
upon whose learning, character and fair- 
mindedness the grant of justice or the 
wreaking of injustice depends? On tWs 
ecore one member of the Judicial Coun- 
cil, Herbert B. Ehrmann, voices concern. 
"I believe," he says in the official report, 
"that a large portion pf the bar is con- 
vinced that during the past t«n or fifteen 
years merit has frequently not been the 
decisive factor in appointments to the 
district courts. Some of the difficulty 
has undoubtedly been due to the Siame.se 
twin handicaps of part-time service and 
inadequate salary, but probably also, oc- j 
casionally, to a mistaken belief that the ; 
district courts are unimportant and ' 
therefore nominations to them offer a 
harmless method of liquidating purely 
political obligations. Such appoint- 
ments not only injure the particular 
court to 'Wlilch they are made and lead 
to a lowered public confidence, but tend 
further to discourage sterling citizens 
►Iready on this bench who by their char- 
acter and self'sacriflce have won the 
esteem of their respective commiuilties. 
"Ill considering the future of the dis- 
trict courts, therefore, it would seem to 
be vital that the same high standards of 
character and capacity shotild be de- 
inanded of Its judicial appointments as 
have generally been recc''"''""i In Mas-

A total of 1414 bills had been nied In 
th« House of Representatives at 1 p. M., 
when the time for introducing petitions 
for consideration of the 1936 legislature 
expired. 

In the Senate 419 bills had been filed, 
making a grand total of 1833 to be con- 
sidered by tr.e General Court this year. 
This total compares with the record of 
2325 during (he 1935 session. 

The petition for the repeal of the 
teachers' o:uh law, enacted at the last 
Kesslon of !he legislature after a long 
JMUle, was filed by Representative 'Wil- 
liam B. Baker of Newton on behalf of 
the Maasacliusetts Council of Teachers' 
Unions of the American Federation of 
Labor. The petitioners are Walter A 
Sibley of Lawrence, James H. Sheldon 
of Cambridge, J. Raymond Walsh of 
Cambridge and John D. Connors of New 
Bedford. 

'The oath law, which has been in effect 
only a fev/ months has aroused vigorous 
controversy and hag been denounced by 
many educators throughout the State. 
Two me.nbers of the faculty of Tufts Col- 
lege resigned in protest against the man- 
datory oath. 

The American Legion and other sup- 
portere of the oath statute promise a 
sharp fight to retain the law. 

In connection with the current Boston 
Bchool depirfment scandal, .Senator .To- 
seph A. Langone ai Boston filed a bill 
to place teachers In the public schools 
of all cities and town In the Bute under 
civil service. 

The Langone bill pr<5vldes that all per- 
sons employed June 1 neat as teachers in

Itepeal of (he law requiring an oath or ' 
affirmation as a qualification for any pub-

was sought in a bill filed by William F. i

stltutlon to elimirate the requirement of 
,an oath or alfirmatlon by public officials. 
I His proposed constitutional amendment 
' woud read : 1 

j "No person shall be required to take I 
I or subscribe to an oath or affirmation 
OS a qualification tor the holding of any 
public office, either elective or appointive. 
In the service of the Com'inonwaalth, or 
of any political subdivision thereof. All , 
provisions of the Constitution Inconsist- 
ent with the provision of this article axe 
hereby annulled." 

Representative Thomas Dorgan of 
P(>ston, author of the death law, was the 
petitioner for the repeal of the pre-ori- 

mary convention law, which went Into 
effect in 1934. In introducing his bill, 
Dorgan declared: , ,,. ^ , 

"It 18 common knowledge that, going 
i Into a pre-primary mnvention, everything 
I is positively bagged. AVhat chance has 
an honest .sincere man in political life 
when the steam roller starts to function? 
Open play is barred, and the huddle sys- 
tem predominates. 

"It is un-American and undemocratic. 
Only ten per cent of the voters voted in 
1034 and a tremendous amount of money 
was spent, adding to the tax rate." 

The pre-primary law provides for the 
elecUon of delegates to conventions of the 
two major political parties, to bo held 
preliminary to the primary election for 
the purpo.so indorsing candidates. Failure 
to receive the p^e-prlmary convention in- 
dorsement, however, does not bar a candi- 
date from running for nomination. 

Governor Curley, a.ftpr failing to receive 
the convention indorsement two year.s 
ago, defeated General Charles H. Cole, 
the Democratic convention choice, for the 
party's nomination and was subsequently 
elected.

Def.ving thr finance commission, 
Mayor Mansfiold has ordered Super-

The Boston finance commissioil, which is appointed by 
the Governor of Massachusetts to watch the spending of Bos- 
ton's money, is investigating the cost of snow removal last 
year and the method of purchase of snow-removal equipment 
this year. 

In so doing'the commission is performing a work which 
the commission is supposed to do. 

But the commission is not supposed to play politics 
against any officeholder. The commission, through the years 
of its existence, has done so more than once, in our opinion. 

Just now, over and above the investigation of snow 
removal and the purchase of snow equipment, it appears that 
the present commission would like to embarrass Mayor 
Mansfield, 

The Boston Traveler does not know for a fact whether 
there was cheating during snow removal last year. The 
Boston Ti-aveler does know that cheating can be done against 
any mayor unless he were dozens of mayors and at dozen* 
of spots at midnight and 4 o'clock and 6 o'clock in the 
morning while snow plowing is in progress. 

As to the purchase of snow-fighting equipment this 
winter; long before specifications were made, the Traveler 
pointed out that this was only the second time in 300 years 
the city had bought any big amount of snow-fighting equip- 
ment, and while we were about it we should get the best 
regardless of price. This, particularly in view of the fact that 
It will probably be years before the city buvs more. 

Mayor Mansfield was determined that the big purchase 
would be on the level. He tried to safeguard the program 
at every hand. Upon him the responsibility would fall, and 
upon him alone. If the equipment should turn out to be poor 
the mayor would have to take the blame. Mayor Mansfield' 
above everybody else, needed this transaction to be 100 per 
cent, clean. 

In our opinion it was clean, unless there was very subtle 
dirty work which has escaped the close scrutiny, of the mayor 
and ours as well. If dirty work has been done, nobody would 
be more pleased to have it disclosed than Mayor Mansfield. 
Of that we are sure, not from information from him, but from 
our knowledge of the mayor's integrity. 

While we support the finance commission in its inquiry 
Iffo^f I rKf^' commission to know that its transparent 
effort^ to belittle an honest, courageous mayor is being dis- 
cussed rather widely as cheap stuff, reflecting little credit 
upon the membership of the commission.

Heads of the state depaitments 
have failed to present to the 
Governor any productive plans toj. 
reduce "the expenditures of tlieir 
departments, Gov. t'urley said to- 
day in discussing: the annual state 
budttPt, which he is now preparing, 
the Governor said the heads of the 
departments mean well, but get 
into a hut. The Governor said the 
the 1936 budget will be higher than 
the one for 1935, although he did 
not give an estimate as to how 
much higher. 

Gov. Curley does not expect any 
action on the parole board situa- 
tion for some time, he said today. 
H e said he did not expect the 
council would act until after it had 
discussed the parole situation wtih 
a representative of Atty.-Gen. 
Cummings, who will be in Boston 
next week. P. Emmett Gavin, 
member of the parole board, was 
a caller at the Governor's office 
today, but the Governor said it was 
on a personal matter. 

Gov. Curley made public today 
the report of the psychiatrists who 
made an examination of Henry A. 
Gardner, Worcester pyromaniac. 
and the report said that if Gard- 
ner refrains from drinking he will 
get along well and if he does not 
it is to be presumed he will be- 
come .-» hazard. The doctors, A. 
Warren Stearns and ' L. Vernon 
Briggs, made no recommendation 
as to whether Gardner should be 
released from state prison, as was 
the original thought of the Gov- 
ernor before a protest arose as to 
Gardner's ability to take a place 
in society safely. The Governor 
said: "I am inclined to refer the 
matter to the Governor's council 
and go over It with them to see 
what their viewpoint is before ar- 
riving at any decision." 
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2000 WORKERS 
/ RUSH FOR PAY 

Approximately 2000 WPA workers 
jammed the municipal building at 
Shawmut avenue and Brookline 
street, South End, today, seeking 
their pay checks. A police sergeant , 
and Ave patrolmen were literally j 
swamped in the crowd which, how-j 
ever, was comparatively orderly. | 
Included In the crowd were 600 
workers, mostly women, from the 
Boston Public Library project ol 
the WPA, who stormed the U. S. 
Treasury office in Park square 
Thursday night seeking pay checks, 
which they said were late. 

WPA officials said that about 60 
per cent, of the crowd today were 
persons who should not have been 
present as their pay checks were not 
iue until Mpndav or Tiiesdav and 
they would not receive the checks 
today. 

Workers in reply ■to this said that 
they have no way of knowing when 
their pay is due and that some have 
not ben paid since before Christmas. 
Meantime the executive council of 
the Massachusetts state building 
trades romicil met this noon at the 
Hotel Bellevue to discus;, problems 
which have arisen on PWA projects 
and which resulted in strikes of 
union workers on several projects in 
Greater Boston throughout the 
state. 

The meeting considered the qties- 
tion of PWA rules that 90 per cent. 
of the workers on PWA projects 
m\ist, be taken from relief rolls. It 
al.so took under consideration the 
strikes in Boston and Newton and 
souRht ways in which to further pro- 
tests against the requirement of 
taking workers from relief rolls. 

Charging that the Massachusetts 
State Selectmen's A.ssociation, which 
a week ago adopted a resolution 
.seeking repeal of the rate and wage 
rule, was not fully informed on this 
matter, the council decided to go on 
record as opposed to repeal of this 
rule. The rule requires that the pre- 
vailing rate of wages in niunicipall- 
ties be paid on PWA projects in each 
municipality. 

The WPA workers at the munici- 
pal building on Shawmut avenue 
arrived at that place early this morn- 
ing. They crowded about the build- 
ing and thronged the corridors and 
stairway. The police detail was pow- 
erle.ss against the crowd, but the 
workers showed no intention of be- 
ing disorderly. 

As qtiickly as pay checks were re- 
ceived from the headquarters at the 
Park Square building the names of 
the workers to whom the checks 
were made out were called and they 
were paid. 

Gov^Cuiiay appealed to federal 
authorities again today for help in 
settling the strikes which have 
ari.sen In connection with construc- 
tion projects. 



He asked the office of Harry Hop- 
kins to rescind the rule adopted less 
than two months ago and to again 
allow contractors getting WPA con- 
tracts to hire whomever they please 
instead of being forced to take em- 
ployes from certain groups.
